THE SITUATION AT BISMARCK. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Brsmarck, D. T., March 31.—Last night 
was cold, with a lively wind from the north. 
The mercury fell to 8 above zero, which was 
sufficient to stop the thawing and help sol- 
idify the gorge at Fort Lincoln. The broad 
expanse of water this morning was free 
from floating ice, and the scene suggested a 
placid bay. The water was at a standstill, 
and the outlook for a fall was dis- 
couraging. The Northern Pacific trans- 
fer was still safe, and the capitulated 
warehouses were yet clinging to the bluff. 
The field-glass showed no change in the 
situation in Mandon. The people were evi- 
dently abroad, and no sign of any flag of 
distress was visible. The plucky citizens— 
men, women, aad children—were staying at 
home, contented to fight it out on that line if 
it took all summer. They had passed an un- 
comfortable night, but were not willing to 
desert the spot. They have a.few boats, and 
with thent they are able to go where it is 
not over boot-tops. With to-day’s chilly 
wind and to-night’s frost the situation will 
become monotonous. Besides the damage to 
furniture and stocks of goods, it is believed 
that 100,000 railroad ties have been washed 
away, and thus a loss of $35,000 inflicted upon 
the Northern Paeitic. The incident of the 
day was the rescue of five. men 
the woods on the bottom south 
of Bismarck Mayor George Peoples 
and one man took a skiff and rowed a mile to 
the timber and ice. There Mayor Peoples 
got out of the boat and stepped. upon the 
blocks of ice and went in search of the men 
believed to be in the woods. It required 
a staueh heart to go single-handed and 
alone through a woods that was nothing 
more than a mighty gorge of ice. From 
block to blek he skipped until he found 
four men in two skiffs safe and sound. They 
had prepared for the flood, but confessed 
that it was more ef a shower than they had 
expected. They had provisions, and could 
have held ont seyeral days. A fifth man was 
found Eo Mg ake of ice badly exhausted. 
He h nocked around in a way 
that: made hif say his prayers. He 
half floated 4 ‘considerable distance 
upon the before it rested 
in the trees. When he started he was upon 
the roof of a house, from which he was 
hurled into the current by a huge cake of 
ice. He went down, but managed when he 
came upto make araftof that cake. The 
Mayor brought his five captives out and saw 
them safe in Bismarck. He traveled about 
four miles over the biocks of ice. He also 
visited the collection of people opposit 
Fort Lincoln, and saw that they were hud- 
died in a single house that was high up on a 
sand and. practicaily safe. The steamer 
atom, iving near by, was also in a safe 
plac the boys on board were confident 
that they would be able to see her through. 
The ice gorge in the main channel was found 
to be at this point, and the river below Lin- 
coln free. There is a tall of four feet, 
and every appearance that for a 
mile up the riv proper the ice 
sinks to the bottom, is a solid dam for 
that distance. If the cool weather continues 
this dam will prebably last for a week, and 
the channel possibly turned in an easterly 
direction, a mile from the old one. The 
power of the ice cakes that forced their way 
through the woods is illustrated in the fact 
that y cut down cottonwood trees two 
feet in diameter, The steamer Eclipse ar- 
rived from Fort Buford tonight, and is 
therefore safe and sound. There is conse- 
quently no gorge above Bismarck, and the 
ice must all be down. 


THE FAR NORTHWEST. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Sioux Crry, Ia., March 31.—The gorge at 
Yankton broke last evening, and the water 
fell six feet in about an hour, and at last ae- 
counts was receding slowly. There was no 
loss of life here from flood, but great excite- 
ment prevailed, and therewere many narrow 
escapes from drowning. It is impossible to 
obtain anything near a correct estimate of 
the damage to property, but it is variously 
estimated at from $75,000 to $100,000, Railroad 
and steamboat property suffered severely. 

The Helena, of the Benton Line, and two 
.boats of the Northwest Transportation, were 


left by the flood on high lands, and will have 


to be launched and repaired, which will de- 
lay their starting for up river till about the 
Istof May. The C. K. Peck, at Nebraska 
City, was not damaged, and will start up the 
river as soon as the ice runs out. Of twelve 
boats, this is the only one that can.possibly 
commence Benton trips when the river is 
clear.

| down to-day in anticipation of a strike. A 


year ago the firm advanced the prices of 
piecework 15 per cent, but have since re- 
duced to the old rate the prices of most of 
such work. Recently the molders have been 
agitating the subject of a strike for an ad- 
vance. Some favor demanding 10 and some 
as high as 25 per cent. Yesterday a meeting 
was held and arrangements made for a 
strike, but no agreement was reached as to 
the per cent to demand. Learning this, the 
firm decided to shut down, and notified the 
men last night that the works would 
be closed for repairs. The men met this 
afternoon and determined to hold out for 10 
per cent after the works are ready to re- 
open. The proprietors of the foundries say 
if they had known the men would only ask 
a 10-per-cent raise they would not have shut 


down, but made some arrangement; but, as 
they have shut down, they will now stick it 
out as long as the men do.

Onlya few cows which have been 
fed and cared for in town are able to walk 
about and hunt grass. From here westward 
the prospectis not so bad, and herds alon 
the Ba tiver have sustained but smal 
losses, principally the old ones.

Therefore, inasmuch as the only thing which 
that squadron could do, in such a contingency, 
was to act with the fleets of Great Britain and 
Frakoe in cutting up the groat ublic, so as to 
share the spoil and glory, the only rational con- 
clusion is that the Czar sent it here for that pur- 
pose. The pretense of mystery at that time, 
and the subsequent pretensqa, Were but asmall 
feat for Russian diplomacy, which has always 
been famed for the arts of deceit.

THE CHICAGO POLICE BOARD PROJECT. 
Senator.George White, of Cook, has intro- 
duced into the State Senate a bill to substitute 
a Board of Police and Fire Commissioners, 
to be appointed by the Governor, in place of 
the preseht municipal police and fire system 
in Chicago. The morning Democratic organ 
has jumped at the conclusion that this propo- 
sition is a partisan scheme to assure the pa- 
tronage of these two Departments to the 
Republican party, as the Governor of IIlinois 
is almost sure to be a Republjcan for the next 
twenty years, while the Mayor of the city 
may occasionally be a Democrat. This 
théory of the proposition has been assumed 
without any warrant whatever. There is a 
specific purpose behind the bill which Sena- 
tor White has proposed. It is designed to 
resort, if possible, to the expedient of a sepa- 
rate Board of Fire and. Police in this city in 
case Non-enforcement Harrison be reélected 
Mayor. , The reasons for such a procedure 
are obvious. The Police Department (under 
Non-enforcgment Harrison) has tolerated 
the growth of the most vicious institutions 
of city life, and Non-enforcement Harrison 
himself has proclaimed that he does not 
intend to enforce the laws directed against 
the blacklegs.and pimps who gather about 
‘them thugs and thieves. ‘The experience of 
the past two years and Non-enforcement 
Harrison’s avowal that he will persist in the 
same policy if reélected are sufficient provo- 
cation for seeking some desperate remedy 
against the epidemic of vice which flourishes 
under the protection of the present City Gov- 
ernment. 

It is not to be denied that the creation of a 
State Board for the government of the Police 
and Fire Departments in the city is objection- 
able from many points of view. It has been 
tried and found inefficient. The appointing 
power in such case is too far removed from 
the community concerned. The Independence 
of a State Board in a City Government of 
the Mayor and the officers ejected by the 
people relapses into irresponsibility. A 
clashing of interests frequently follows, and 
the system usually prevents a prompt cor- 
rection of abuses that ise. While all 
this is true in a general way, it is 
equally true that, in the event of Non-en- 
forcement Harrison’s reslection, there will 
be a certainty that no improvement in the 
administration of police affairs and the en- 
forcement of the laws can be expected dur- 
ing his term, and the substitution of the 
Board system will then be contemplated as a 


but may lead to some efficiency. It is possi- 
ble that an effort will be made to limit the 
operation of the law to two years, or the term 
during which Harrison will serve if he shall 
again be chosen Mayor. It is certain that its 
passage will be urged if Harrison succeed, 
but will be dropped if he fail, in his present 
effort to secure reélection. 

It may be that the Chicago police force, as 
now organized, is competent to enforce the 
laws, but itis certain that such an enforce- 
ment cannot be expected so long as it is gen- 
eraily understood by the police, both officers 
and men, that the Mayor wants the gambling- 
dens and the houses of prostitution let 
alone. But it is not only in a con- 
tinuous neglect of duty, but also in 
an excess of activity at certain times, 
that the police are used against the interests 
of the city. At the election of last fall Har- 
rison was not merely Mayor of the city; but 
acted as the Chairman of the Democratic 
Campaign Committee, andin the latter ca- 
pacity he employed the regular policemen 
and swore in several hundred special“ 
loafers as Democratic strikers. Heis man- 
aging his own campaign this spring, and 
there is reason to suspect that the police will 
again be used as party henchmen,—though 
it will be at their peril this time, for another 
Mayor may come in to punish the men who 
shall thus violate their oaths. The function

san, | me a very decided public interest in New 


York by the developments which have been 
made in the investigation by a Committee of 
the Assembly now4pending. The testimony 
which has been given before the Committee 
is astonishing. The evidence of dealers in 
butter and ebeese was almost unanimous 
that oleomargarine was killing the trade in the 
genuine articles. Mr. Francis D. Moulton’s 
statements on this point were very interest- 


ing. He said: 
The value of the milk, cheese, and — 
duced in this country in 1875 was between $45,- 
000,000 and $50,000,000. Oleomargarine was first 
introduced surreptitiously, and is now sold by 
the dark-lantern method. For nearly ten years 
the dairymen have had to contend with this se- 
orot too. Laws have been evaded and openly 
violated todamn the reputation of American 
butterabroad. Last year 28,000,000 pounds of 
butter and 25.000.000 pounds of oleomargarine 
were But for the oleomargarine, our 
exports of butter would have been between 50. 
000,000 and 60,000,000 pounds. Sagat imports 
worth of butter annua! ag of this 
000,000 comes from elsewhere than here, giv- 
ing us only about 10 per cent of the trade. She 
imports 000,000 worth of 


goes from 
the United States. We can make better butter 
and r butter than other nations, and, but 
for this oleomayarine fraud, we should supply 
the markets of Engiand. 

Numerous other witnesses confirmed Mr. 
Moulton’s figures. It was, moreover, their 
testimony that oleomargarine, under the 
microscope, showed signs of animal life and 
the germs of disease. It is impossible to kill 
the animal life in beef-fat at a temperature 
lower than 212 degrees, but its manu- 
facturers refuse to allow a higher tempera- 
ture than 120 degrees for the extraction of 
the oil. These things are bad enough in 
their way, but the condition of the manu- 
factories is still worse, as the following quo- 
tation from the testimony of Mr. Gilbert 
Henshaw, a leading produce merchant, will 
show:

Mr. Henshaw’s statements were confirmed 
by personal inspections made by the Com- 
mittee, who visited factories without the 
knowledge of the owners, and found them to 
be in the filthy condition he had described. 
There were not wanting witnesses who dis- 
puted all the statements that were made and 
who contended that butter and cheese made 
by the oleomargarine methods were better. 
healthier, and more wholesome than the 
bulk of the genuine products as offered for 
sale jn the markets, but the weight of the 
testimony was decidedly against them. 

The action of the New York Assembly is a 
hint to our own Legislature. If oleomarga- 
ripe is filthy and unhealthy in New York it 
cei tainly is here, and deserves to be investi- 
gated, Such an investigation should take 
but one direction, and that is to compel the 
manufacturers of such butter and cheese 
to mark every package, This is butter made 
from lard,” or “This is cheese made from 
suet,” as the case may be. Then there can 
be no reasonable ground for complaint, for 
if people prefer to eat lard-butter they ought 
to be allowed the opportunity, but no dealer 
has a right to sell butter which is not butter 
and cheese which is not cheese, without so 
specifying. Our Solonsat Springfield could 
hardly doa more grateful act than to inform 
the people now of what stuff this kind of 
butter and cheese is made, and having done 
this, then punish every manufacturer se- 
verely who puts a pound of it in the market 
without plainly specifying what it is on the

THE SPRING SHEARING OF THE LAMBS 

The stock market in New York gives 
strong evidences of the preparation for an- 
other shearing of the “lambs,”—the credu- 
lous people who under, the hope of getting 
rich suddenly send their money to be staked 
in margins on stocks, and who inevitably 
have it all swept from them. 

It has been but a comparatively short time 
since there was a general decline, followed 
by arising boom which was continued until 
the lambs had been shorn,“ and then 
came the division of the plunder among the 
swindlers. Now there is evidence that the 
game has again begun. During a brief de- 
cline stocks have as a whole fallen off, but 
the boom is preparing. It is true the bulls 
and the bears tell different stories, but so far 
as the outside or general public is concerned 
the bulls and the bears are but the blades of 
the same shears. The one advises persons to 
buy stocks in expectation of a rise, the other 
to sell out to avoid the lossof afall. In 
either case the victim parts company with 
what he holds, and is shorn. The bulls on 
one stock or class of stocks are bears on 
other stocks and classes, so that the broker 
who advises as a bear with respect to one 
stock advises as a bull on anotherstock. The 
objective point on the part of the dealer is to 
have the man with $100 or 8100, 000 in vèst his 
money, knowing that the money thus in- 
vested is as hopelesly lost to the investor as 
if it were cast into the sea. These two 
seemingly opposed interests in the stock 
market are just now presenting their views 
to the public as to the possible future. We 
findin an exchange these opposing predic- 
tions stated, First, the bull version reads as 
follows: 


The market has been strong. Stocks have 
been somewhat more plentiful than for a few 
days past, still not abundant. Prices have ad- 
vanced upon orders from insiders, and 
have been more outside orders than for any 
day for a long time. The commission bouses 
see that their profits lie in an advancing market. 
They tnerefore tell their customers general bull 
facts, and the customers take this as advice 
to buy. 1 think a large portion of the com-- 
mission houses are bulls honestiy. The opinion 
seems to be almost universal that the spring 
break in prices has come, and that everything 
points to a large advance. 


Per contra, the bear gives the following: 


The market is halting between two opinions. 
Stocks have been plenty, more plenty than for 
a week. The shorts have all covered. I know 
of searcely any short interest outstanding. 
Some of the bears are long of stock, but I domt 
think they are more than ‘half-hearted * 
and they will seil out very soon, whether 0 
market goes up or dows. If it goes up they 
will realize; and if it goeg down they will be im 
a hurry to get back on the bear side. 


Between these two predictions there is to 
the uninitiated that extent of uncertainty 
that inspires the man to venture his money 
one way or the other and take the chances. 
This is just the kind of talk to induce the 
silly people in all parts of the country to for- 
ward their money and have it invested for 
them, inthe expectation of proving im- 
mensely profitable. A “slight advance, then 
a decline, and then a return to the higher 
prices.“ This is the gambler’s ordinary prac- 
tice in order to induce the bystanders to stake 
their money. 

We have no doubt that there is to be a ficti- 
tious boom,“ which will take in all the reg- 
ular stocks and include many of the fancies, 
or those which at present have compara 
tively no market value. There will be alarge 
rise in prices, which will continue as long as 
there are persons who will forward money to 
be putup. When all is gathered in, when 
all the lambs have been stripped bare, stocks 
will fall, and the shorn victims will be turned 
outin the cold regardless of their bleating 
until a new fleece has been grown. 

There is one considera tion which does not 
seem to trouble the stock manipulators, 
though it is regarded as the most important 
in all other speculations. Why should there 
be any rise in the price of stocks at this time ? 
Is it not well known that the present prices 
of railroad and other stocks are much higher 
than are justified by any real or substantial 
value which the property they represent 
possesses? The ordinary railroad owes a 
bonded debt to the full value of its entire 
property, and to a greater sum than the same 
railway, with all its appurtenances, can be 
duplicated for at this time. In addition to 
this, the same property is represented by a 
capital stock equal in amount to its bonded 
debt. In fact, if compelled to pay its debt, 
the entire capital stock will be obliterated. 
Substantially, the debt represents the cost of 
the property of most roads, and the stock 
really represents water. Why should the 
capital stock of a corporation thus situated 
financially be sold for 100 or 125, and why 
should the price of such stocks at any time, 
under any kind of excitement, be run up to 
160 or 190? 

The answer may be given that the affairs of

The fact is, the traffic, or more properly 
speaking the gambling, in stocks is now car- 
ried on without reference to any value it 
may have as property. Stock certificates are 
a sort of currency, bought and sold without 
reference to its name or character. Any 
stock, whatever its name may be, is good 
enough to bet with. In fact, the stocks them- 
selves are not, in these seasons of booms or 
depressions, sold or exchanged. The so- 
called purchaser or seller merely stakes so 
much money on the price that particular 
stock will command on or before a certain 
date. That is the whole transaction, except 
that the winner takes the money. It is only 
when the bulls and the bears play their game 
to the point that they have drawn in all the 
outside fools and dupes that they suspend 
the beom, break the market, let prices return 
to their ordinary figures, and wait until an- 
other opportunity occurs to repeat the same 
operation. 

There is just now every indication that 
there is to be a general advance in prices, 
another season of speculative mania, a fierce 
struggle among the betters, a great staking 
of money, and then the collapse, with thou- 
sands of men and women who never profit 
by experience mourning over the losses they 
have sustained in the gambling. 


PARTY DISINTEGRATION, 

A few Democratic leaders and newspapers 
that recognize the futility of future efforts to 
obtain control of the National Government 
under a name that has become synonymous 
with failure and with an organization which 
is made up chiefly of disagreeable reminis- 
cences have sugges a sort of tentative 
movement for a new party, or a new issue, 
or a new name, or a new something 
which shall seek to revive lost anima- 
tion.. This movement has not proceeded 
to a length which warrants much attention. 
Mr, Frank Hurd, in retiring from Congress, 
gave a dinner at which he suggested an 
issue upon which he could not carry his own 
district. Feelers have been put out in vari- 
ous directions to ascertain the probable re- 
ception which a“ Free-Trade” party would 
receive at the hands of the Democrats, and 
the result has been rather dampening upon 
the ardor of certain theorists who labor 
under the delusion that the Democratic 
party can at any time shuffle off its mortal 
coil and take upon it immortality by chang- 
ing its name or by forcing some one issue as 
an expedient for securing the spoils. The 
result of a certain amount of inquiry shows 
that the majority of Democrats are as rock- 
rooted and mountain-buttressed as ever; 


late National defeat, they will. be ready to go 
into the next campaign under the old colors 
to be whipped again. The most sensible 
utterance upon the new party scheme, or the 
new party name, which we have noticed is 
the following from the New York Times: 


No political party ever voluntarily disbanded. 
Any party that went out of business, so to speak, 
was compelled togo by sheer force of circum- 
stances. And it went out gradually, almost im- 
perceptibly, as the Whig — did after the 

efeat of Scott in 1862. ere was no formal 
agreement and announcement, as would be the 
case with a mereantile firm or an insurance 
company, when winding up its affairs and closing 
out ie business. Nor could a new party be 
formed in the same ceremonious and deliberate 
manner. An old political party dies of inanition. 
A new political party is called into existeuce by 
the sheer force necessity. In this way the 
Free Soil party, which subsequently became the 
Republican party, was called into being by the 
influence of events which sprung from the ir- 
repressible conflict between freedom and slavery. 
Men do not “Go to; we will form anew 
party, which shall take its place in the great 
political contests, of. the country.” Or,if they 
do, their experiment agoodtly fails. There have 
been a few tentative efforts of this sort, notably 
proceeding from theorists of the Adams school: 
but they have all ended in dusty darkness and 
oblivion. When the new party comes, it will 
come with its living’ issue. Any attempt to in- 
vent an issue is certain to be labor lost. 


The above is a very fair historical and log- 
ical statement of the case, and as such it 
precludes all Jikelihood of the disintegra- 
tion and reorganization of the Democratic 
party for the present or in the near futùre. 
At all events neither forced effort at revivi- 
fication nor false pretenses as to name or 
issues will avail. The Greeley campaign 
was an instance of suspended animation 
with the hope and purpose of taking a new 
life, but it was a disastrous failure. When- 
ever there shall be any new issue for a popu- 
lar rally it will not be necessary for poli- 
ticlans or newspapers to search for it; and 
the misfortune of the Democratic party in 
any such opportunity that may come up is 
that the Republican party is pretty sure to 
get on the right side, while the Democratic 
leaders will waver, coquet, bargain, and 
trade till the opportunity slips away from 
them. 

There is another obstacle in the way of 
Democratic reorganization. There are towns, 
cities, and districts which are controlled by 
the local Democratic politicians who are not 
willing to risk their local power’and emolu- 
ments in a new departure. They prefer to 
hold fast to what they have rather than reach 
out for more and risk the loss of their pres- 
ent possessions. Does any one suppose, for 
instance, that the Tammany leaders of. New 
York City will listen to propositions for a 
new party? Is it likely that the politicians 
of any Democratic stronghold in Southern 
Illinois will consent to an abandonment of 
the name and organization which are a guar- 
antee of local success to themin the future? 
Is it reasonable to believe that the Bourbons 
of the South willchange their colors? - Re- 
organization to order is not among the po- 
litical possibilities, The National struggle 
in the country will continue between the 
Republicans and Democrats with the same 
regularity that it recurs between the Whigs 
and Tories in England. ä

He concludes his letter by pro- 
posing a second Holy Alliance, and by demand- 
ing that the Swiss Kepublic should cease 
to exist, and be offered to Emperor WII. 

King Alfonso 
of Spain, immediately after the death of Czar 
Alexander II.. proposed to the crowned heads of

What does all this mean? It seems to indicate 
that the proposition of Prof. v. Martens for the 
formation of a second Holy Alliance is receiving 


tions and plans for the future of the young Czar 
Alexander IIL. in reference to European politics, 
80 much seems to be certain: that he understands 
the paramount necessity of first strengthening 
and fortifying his own throne before he cun at- 
tack the throne of any of his neighbors. 
According to 8t. Petersburg dispatches, the feel- 
ing in Russian Court circles is constantly in- 
creasing that all other political considerations 
must, for the present at least, yield to the fixed 
determination of total annihilation of the Nihil- 
ists. 

Although it is true that the beadquarters of 
the Nihilists and regicides are at Geneva, Swit- 
zeriand, Emperor William and Bismarck could 
hardly be induced to annex the Swiss Republic 
to Germany, because it would certainly bring 
about what the German Government is desirous 
to prevent—i. e.: a general European war. But 
that the German Emperor should gladly stretch 
forth his hand and lend his influence to the for- 
mation of another Holy Alliance for mutual 
protection against conspirators and Nihilists.— 
that cannot astonish any one after the attempts 
made upon his own life by Socialistic assasins. 
And Francis Joseph of Austria would not 
hesitate, under such circumstances, to 
be the third to the compact. Why 
should not Alexander III. follow in the 
footsteps of his -uncle Alexander I., who, 
on the 26th of Sepfember, 1815, founded the first 
Holy Alliance with the King of Prussia and the 
Emperor of Austria for mutual protection and 
assistance against all revolutionary elements 
and the promulgation of their ideas, whieh had 
culminated in the reign of Napoleon and shaken 
the thrones of Europe to their very foundations? 
This so-called Holy Alliance was not a treaty 
entered into by the States, but it was a union of 
hearts on the part of the crowned potentates, 
emanating from personal friendship and based 
upon the terrible sufferings and distress through 
which they had passed together during the Na- 
poleonic wars. All the Princes of Europe joined 
this “union of bearts” with the exception of 
the Prince-Regent of Engiand and the Pope. 
Since the death of Alexander L, this Holy 
Alliance lost its importance; the revo- 
lutions of 1830 and 188 forced tbe 
monarchs of Europe to look out for themselves; 
Napoleon III. threw aside what was lett of the 
treaty of the Vienna Conference, and Bis- 
marck gave it the last parting kick at Sadowa. 
But would not that same Bismarck and bis Em- 
peror be glad to-day to call into existence again 
what long Ance has departed? Are not the 
thrones of the crowned heads of Europe shaken 
again to the very foundations? Is the by them 
so much dreaded revolution not constantly 
marching on, and are not aasasination and regi- 
cide declared to be the order of the day by those 
who in secret cohclave at Geneva, London, and 
Paris direct the moyements of their ‘terribie 
revolutionary organizations? 

If it is injudicious for Russia, under the pres- 
ent condition of things, to provoke a war with 
Germany, would fit not be judicious of her Czar 
to call into life again the defunct Holy Alliance 
for the protection of his hfe and the security of 
his throne? It may be that these plans, enter- 
tained by the rulers of Russia and Germany, as 
indicated by the dispatches, will be upset before 
they arrive at maturity. But so much seems to 
be certain, that besides the Powers above re- 
ferred to they are favorably looked upon by 
the Governments of other European nations. 
Even if these plans should not be consumated, 
they may at all events result in one thing—viz.: 
that Europe’s crowned heads will keep peace 
with each other in order to show a combined 
front to their death enemies. The constant fear 
for their lives and thrones seems at present to 
be the best guarantee for the peace of Europe. 


A French Pen-Picture of Prince Bis- 
marck. 

Mr. Grenier, editor-in-chief of the Paris 
Constitutionnei, in his paper draws the following 
pen-picture of the Iron Chancellor, which must 
be very flattering to him indeed, considering the 
source whence it comes: 

This Herr von Bismarck causes our jealousy 
to arise. We wish he were a Frenchman. in 
fact, he possesses mure of the characteristic 
qualities of our race than of his own, although 
the latter bas produced a Frederick the Great 
and a Heiarich Heine.

Tae Cologne Gazette of March 15, in an 
article on Germany and the Boers, dwelis at 
some length on the feelings of Germans at the 
present moment towards England.

Is 
not this, asks the Cologne Gazette, a rather stupid 
fear of Germany on the part of England, who, 
only of late years, has ammexed Fiji, Socotra, 
Cyprus, a part of Afghanistan, West Griqualand, 
the Transvaal, etc., who in a short time will pos- 
sess all South Africa, Burmah, the Peninsula 
of Malacca, ete., who looks on placidiy while 
France absorbs territory of the size of Anam, or 
attempts to annex Senegal, with 40,000,000 bar- 
barians of a certain civilization, and yet will not 
let Germany have the merest morsel, and only 
recently opposed even Austria's rigutful inter- 
ests on the Danube?

(2) They will admit 
gold and silver at the rate of 15% to I to unre- 
stricted coinage. (3) The mints of every singie 
State joining and belonging to the Union Bi- 
metallique shall, free of charge, coin all the 
silver into the State’s coin which may be pre- 
sented to them for coinage by any one. (4) In 
order that the obligations entered into by the 
contracting parties may not, among themselves, 
be made an illusion through the accumulation 
of silver thus presented for coinage, the States 
are bound and obliged to pay cash for all the silver 
offered before it is coined, after deducting 2 per 
mille. (6) This treaty.shali remain in force until 
the ist of January, 1900.

IN THE POLICE COURT. 

Poland, in opening the case against Herr 
Most, said there was no wish to interfere 
with the freedom of the press, and that Most 
had a right to publish anything a British 
subject might publish. He then read an arti- 
cle in the Fremeit of the 19th of March. 
Some persons applauded the passage lauding 
the murderer of the Czar and were ejected. 
Poland pointed out that the article contained 
a direct incentive to murder the Emperor of 
Germany, who was described as the erst- 
while grapeshot Prince of Prussia,” and 
added that the act provided that persons in- 
citing to murder were guilty of misdemeanor 
and liable to penal servitude for a maximum 
of ten or a minimum term of three years, or 
two years’ imprisonment with hard labor. 
It would be a scandal to justice if that act 
was not enforced against a person connected 
with the publication of such articles. The 
police detailed the arrest of Herr Most and 
the fact that he described himself as editor 
of the Freiheit, owned to the authorship of 
the article, and expected prosecution. 

IN THE COMMONS, | 

Sir William Harcourt, replying to questions, 
read extracts from the obnoxious article in 
the Freiheit, and pointed out its revolting 
character. He said its attacks even included 
one on the President of the United States. 
The Government thought it would be a gross 
error from a domestic as well as an internal 
point of view to ignore the article. It wasa 
domestic erime and a breach of public moral- 
ity to incite to murder. No Government 
would do its duty if it allowed refuge ina 
free State to be converted into a hot-bed of 
incitement to assasination. The Government 
acted on its own accord, and was not insti- 
gated by foreign powers. 

NOTWITHSTANDING THE ARREST OF MOST, 
the Socialists who directed the Freiheit have 
resolved that the journal shall reappear.

COUNTRY CUSTOMERS. 


How City Drummers“ Capture Un- 
suspecting Buyers—* Ways That Are 
Dark’’—Devious Devices for Securing 
Business, as Belated by the “ Catch- 
ers.“ 


, New York Herald, 

The little sketch which appeared the other 
day inthe Herald, describing the tactics of 
the enterprising fraternity ,of dry-goods 
drummers in capturing country merchants 
on Broadway, created quite a stir among the 
hundreds of merchants, salesmen, clerks, 
* drummers,” and others who are interested 
in the subject. Last night, as well as on 
Wednesday evening, when the Grand Central, 
Metropolitan, and St. Nicholas hotel iobbies 
were thronged with a dense crowd of se- 
ductive dry-goods men buttonholing stolid 
and unwilling country dealers, the 


article in question was made the, oc- 
casion of many a jocular expression 
of approval that the Herald had done 
well “in showmg the thing up.“ The fact 


is, that the salesmen and drummers are 
rather — of their achievements in 
way of bump- 


guiling the innocent 8 

kins who become victims of their wiles and 
blandishments, and seem to thoroughly en- 
joy any such way of 1 as a great 
journal like the Herald might shed upon 
their devious path. They, indeed, quite bask 
and glory in it, and in conversing witha 
number of them no dificulty whatever was 
experienced in drawing them out. They 
told some queer features of a drummer's 
life, and, as itis one intimately associated 
with the business of the metropolis, it is well 
worth a besides being decid- 

iusing. 

A ve 1 drummer at a leading dry-goods 
house on Broadway gave a funny classifica- 
tion of the customers of the firm. He was a 
a little, sharp-faced, keen-nosed man, 
was pronounced by some of his associates to 
be the very dean of the profession, or, to use 
their own more descriptive expression, the 
veritable oid rat.“ 

“We have three classes of customers,” 
said he, with an air of methodical delibera- 
tion which was as comical iu its effect as he 
meant it to be serious; our regular custom- 
ers—that’s the first class.“

still another for a hardware firm, and they’)! 
consolidate their interests and agree to keep 
all the customers they get hold of to them. 
selves and take them to some boarding or 
lodging house up town, where they will let 
no one go near them. They ‘hive’ them 
there, as we call it. The great thing after 
ou get hold of a customer is hot to leave 
um until he has made his purchases at your 
house. Supposing I make the acquaintance 
of a countryman in the afternoon. Well, 
the thing to do is to keep him for dinner and 
take him out for the evening to some theatre 
or other amusement, so as to keep him away 
from‘all the other drummers who are sure at 
night to come to his hotel after him.” 

“And what arguments do you use to in- 
duce men to purchase after you have made 
their acquaintance ?” 5 

“It depends on what sort of men they 
are,” the veteran replied, with a very wary 
look. “If it’s a man who never wants to 
buy anything thatisn’t of the meanest and 
cheapest description, then we tell him that 
we ‘are just closing out,’ and are selling out, 
some bargains dirt cheap just to get rid of 
our old stock. That brings him down. 
Again, if it’s a man whois after very choice 
and novel goods, always wants the latest and 
best styles, then we'll tell him that we have 
just received a very fine line of goods, fresh 
from Paris by yesterday’s steamer, that we 
have just got them through the Custom- 
House, and that he will have the very first 
pick out of the wholelot. That fetches him. 
Our rule is: 
to the man.“ 

One of my favorit methods,“ said another 
salesman, who was chuckling with delight 
over the cleverness of the noblecraftto which 
he had the proud honor to belong, as evi- 
denced from the above stories, is the news- 
paper trick. Here, you see, I keep all sorts 
of papers—the Carolina Spartan, of Spgtr- 
tanburg, S. C.; the Carolina Sun; the Mid- 
isonian, of Madison, Ga.; and many others. 
Our friend from Spartanburg when he gets 
to New Vorbis very anxious to hear the lat- 
est news from Spartanburg. I tell him, by 
the way, I keep the Spartan regularly, but 
I’m very careful not to carry it about me, 
but tell him that he must come to the store to 
look at it, we when he’s once there we are 
all right. I once remember getting hold of a 
man like that who was stopping at a-down- 
town hotel. At first he ve me not the 
slightest encouragement. was after him 
from a Thursday till the following Monday, 
but it ended in his buying $3,100 worth of

„Another of our pranks,” a third salesman 
(a fine,.stalwart-looking fellow) chimed in, 
“is the auction-sale = When a great 
auction sale is aaverti to take place it is 
sure to attract a big crowd of country mer- 
chants, It’s the thing then to attend the sale 
and show them all the attention possible, to 
help them to pick out the right class of 
gootls, ete. You say to your man: ‘If you 
don’t succeed in getting this line of goods at 
this or that price, come down and see us, and 
we'll be sure to have the very thing you want 
and a good deal cheaper at that,’ or some 
thing of the sort, and we have six chances 
out of ten to secure him as a customer. 
But, oh! we have some cruel rebuffs, par- 
ticularly in traveling. People in the North, 
as a rule, are much ruder in their stores than 
they-are in the South. In Rochester a. mer- 
chant has this sign hanging out over his 
store: No goods to be shown in this store!’ 
Well, 1 have been to him four times already. 
The first time he threatened to put me out, 
the second time he was only gruff, the third 
time he said he had no time to talk to me, the 
fourth time he actually smiled at what he 
called my Mag yt and now I have made a 
bet of $10 to $8 that the next time I'll sell 
him a line of goods.” 

That the business, some of the queer inci- 
dents of which are here outlined, is highly 
profitable, is beyond doubt. Among the throng 
of drummers seen almost every night at the 
lobbies are some men worth their hundred 
thousand dollars. Though they have got 
rich, the fascination of their 5 
and the exercise of sharpness and ingenuity 
which it calls forth, chain them to its contin- 
vance when it is no longer a question of 
bread and butter to catch a customer. Two 
men in the business are said to be worth in 
the neighborhood of $250,000. These, of 
course, are exceptional instances; but there 
is no doubt that, with a little cleverness, per- 
sistenee, and ingenuity, a very good | ving 
may be secured by the tricks and dodges o 
which the drummer is a proud exponent. 


A FOOLISH VERDICT. 


A Coroner’s Jury in Mendota, III., At- 
tribute a Lady’s Death to Suicide—Her 
Friends Tae Exception to It, and 
Consider It Unjust and Unreasonable. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
LIxcolLXN, Neb., March 31.—The remains of 

Mrs. Fairfield, wife of the Chancellor of the 

University of Nebraska, reached here late 

Tuesday afternoon, and will be buried to- 

day. Mrs. Fairfield died very suddenly at 

Mendota, III., and the day following her 

death a Coroner’s jury brought in a verdict 

of death by suicide. The inquest was held 
prior to the arrival of any friends of the de- 
ceased, and on the testimony of strangers 
alone was the verdict rendered. The evi- 
dence was that the deceased lady, who was 
on her way to Nebraska, had stoppéd off at 
Mendota, sought a hotel, had complained of 
being Ill, had been given a room, had locked 
herself in, and, failing to appear 
for fifteen hours thereafter, the room had 
been burst into and herself found dead on 
the bed. There was no evidence of a strug- 
gle, and n show that the lady had 
taken her own life, except, perhaps, a sheet 
which was found wound around her neck 
several times, and which the jury thought 
was evidence of voluntary strangulation. 
When found, she was lying on her face; her 
hand was to her mouth, there-was blood 
on the pillow and on the sheet in which her 
face was buried. These are the facts, and on 
which a verdict of suicide was brought in.

The Salaries to Be Allowed Hoster 
County Officials Arranged on a Ha- 
ing Scale to Salt Different Localities. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 2.—The Joint 

Committee on engrossing the subject of fees 

and salaries of county officers met to-night to 


perfect their bill on the subject, and the sub- 


stance of their report is given below. The bill, 
as will eventually be brought forward, is sub- 


' stantially as follows: 


Sheriffs, Clerks, Auditors, and Treasurers will 
be paid fixed salaries instead of by tees. as now 


provided by law. These salaries will be graded. 


according to population. Sheriffs, Auditors, and 
Clerks will be paid $200 a thousand for the first 
5,000 of population, $150 per 1.000 for each of the 
second 5,000 of population, then $100 for each 
1,000 of population over ten up to 25,000. Over 
the last mentioned figure they are to get $150 a 

nto 
$100 per 1, ect of 
allowances 
is to meet requirements in the few counties 
of very large population. The Committee 
reasous that in such counties the business in the 
county offices is much larger proportionately to 
population than in the smaller counties, statis- 
tics showing that the business in these larger 
counties increases beyond the increase in popu- 
lation. The County Treasurers’ compensation 
is to-be slightly different from that of the three 
other officers mentioned above. They are to re- 
ceive only $150 per 1.000 for the first 5,000 of pop- 
ulation, and after that figure $100 per 1,000 clear 
oo up to the bighegt population in any county. 
The various rsabove mentioned get some 
—— Ha pickings” in addition to their regular 
salaries. 

The Sheriff will be allowed 30 cents per day 
for the board of each prisoner, and 30 cents per 
mile for the distance traveied in taking convicts 
to the Penitentiary and insane people to the

The sala- 
ries of the eriff, Treasurer, Clerk, and Aud- 
itor, or the “Big Four of the county officers, 
as they are called. are to be paid out of a gen- 
eral fund accumulated in the Treasuret’s office, 
as follows: All fees are to be collected from 
litigants and others just as now provided by 
law, but instead of going to the various officers 
collecting they are to be turned over to 
the county, and from them the salaries are paid. 

The Sheriff will be — 2 to make a quarter- 
ly —— of his collections to the County Com- 
missioners, with reasons for those fees not col- 
lected. If he turns over sufficient f to pay 
his salary, as provided for by law. he got, it out 
of the same money. If this fund is not sufficient 
for the purpose, his compensation is shortened 
to the extent of the deficiency. In other words, 
he cannot receive in salary more than he col- 
lects in fees. This is a the case with the 
clerks, who do not get their salaries if the re- 
ome of their offices will not pay them. There 
will be au average reduction of about 2 per 
cent on the amount of all fees as compared with 
those at present allowed by law, which, of course, 
will redound to the interests of the general pub- 
lic and not to those of the county officials. 


CANAL FACILITIES. 


The Northwestern Convention in Favor 
of Inicreased Water Facilities.

DAVENPORT, Iowa, March 31.—An ad- 
journed meeting of the Lilinois and Missis- 
sippl River Canal Commission was held to- 
day at Rook Island. It was decided that the 

Northwestern Convention agreed upon at 

the February meeting shall be held in Daven- 

port, commencing Wednesday, May 25, at 10 

o’clock, in the Burtis Opera-House. The call 

for this meeting will be at once issued, and it 
will invite the attendance of all Governors of 

States, United States Senators, members of 

Congress,.and State officials in each of the 

Northwestern States, also delegates from each 

State, to be selected by the Governor thereof; 

ten delegates also from each Board of Trade, 


five from each incorporated city not having 
a Board of Trade, and three from each 
Farmers’ Alliance or Club. The call will 
especially indicate the object of the Conven- 
tion to be the discussion and adoption of such 
measures as will tend to secure — action 
by Congress for the extension of the Illinois 
& Michigan Canal 8 from Hennepin to 
the Mississippi River at or near Rock 
Island. The object, as thus indicated, is to 
be the opening of an all-water line ot com- 
munication between the Upper Mississippi 
Valley and the Eastern Atlantic ports, via 
Chicago, the lakes, and the Erie or the 
Welland Canal. Secretary Windom has 
promised to attend the Convention. The City 
Councils of Rock Island and Davenport have 
already made liberal appropriations to de- 
fray the expenses of the convention.

He re- 
minds them that the party now inpower once 
sold the country tor money, in connection 
with one ific Railway contract, and inti- 
mates his belief that they have repeated the 


dame offense in connection with the bargain 


recently made with the St. Paul syndicate. 
He denounces the Tilley tariff and the policy 
of protection on which it is based. He ac- 
cuses Sir John Macdonald of deluding the 
people by his promise, on the eve of 
the election, to readjust, not increase, 
the tariff. Mr. Irvine’s election is, un- 
der these circumstances, a fair indication 
of the feeling of New Brunswick and the 
other maritime provinces, for failure to carry 
Carleton means that there is not a constitu- 
ency in one of them that can be depended on 
to elect a supporter of the present Govern- 
ment.“ The Mail (Government organ) is 
silent.

TOBACCO. 


The Trade in Cincinnati Greatly 481 
tated Over an Inspection Bill Now Be- 


fore the Ohio Legislature. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 


CINCINNATI, O., March 31.—The tobaceo 
trade of this city is greatly agitated over an 
attempt of the Ripley dealers to get through 
the State Legislature a bill placing the in- 
spection of tobacco In the hands of a State 
officer appointed by the Governor for that 
purpose.

THE NEW GIANT ENGINE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 28,—The new giant 
engine of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, 
fresh from the shops at Altoona, made to-day a 
trial trip to New York, leaving the station at 
Twenty -second and Market streets at 7:35 a. m., 
with the regular express train attached. It 
reached Trenton two minutes ahead of time; a 
hot box occasioned a stop, and delayed the train 
eight or ten minutes. In the remainder 
of the distance to Jersey City five min- 
utes of the lost time were made up, the train 
arriving at the latter piace at 9:31. The returo 
trip, excluding stops, was made in 103 minutes. 
Strange to say, this engine consumes no more 
fuel than one of ordinary size. In the 180 miles 
traversed to~day. pounds of coal were de- 
voured. It make re steam, however, aver- 
aging 135 pounds 12% used by the largest of 
the other engines. The water-tank, according- 
ly, bas a capacity for 3,000 gallons, 400 in excess 
of the quantity usually carried. The train on 
the trip caught, at B burg, another traiu 
which had left Jersey City twenty minutes 
abead of it. According to the officers of the 
company, the object in the building of this en- 
gine was notso much to attain extraordinary 
speed as to obtain increased power. It has been 
the want of these qualities in the ordinary ex- 
—＋ locomotives that has prevented the carry- 

ng out of the schedule plan. If the new en- 
gine meets these requirements a large number 
will be built on the new plan.

THE SNOW BLOCKADE.

Beauchamps, the roprie- 
tress of this establishment, is — 
by license No. 200 the collergue of every decent 
Saloonkeeper. Her house is the meeting-place 
for the most depraved of hoth sexes. is peopled 
by the must God-forsaken young prostitutes in 
the city, and the debaucheries curried on there 
every night beggar description. This place has 
been run for about ope year: 

Not one of the places mentioned thus far has 
ever been molested by the police in any re- 
mgrkable degree; on the contrary, policemen 
may often be seen at the bar of Frenchy's, the 
“ Times,” the St. Nich or the “* Americus,” 
where they appear to onthe best of terms 
with the presiding genius behind the“ bar and 
the falien angels kept there in bondage. 

„Leaving State street for a time. we turn to 
Clark street. Here we find a place which makes 
our hair fairly stand on end. It is Gus Ander- 
s0n's “ Crystal-Palace Saloon.“ If there is a mah 
in Chicago who has forfeited every claim to re- 
spectability, that man is Gus Anderson. He has 
received a great deul of attention at the hands 
of the police both bere and in St. Louis, and his 
notorious connection with crooks and crooked 
work of all kind keeps him in hot water ali the 


time. He has been implicated in a number of 
crimes, but always managed to escape punish- 
ment. Carter H. Harrison and his police are 


well acquainted with this notorious fellow, tor 
only last summer his place, the “Crys- 
tal Palace,“ caused such a Storm of indig- 
nation that it had to be shut 
up. But it did not remain closed very long. and 
Gus Anderson is agaiv a licensed saloonkeeper, 
deciared to be a man of goo character by 
Carter H. Harrison. Oh, ves! Gus Anderson 
keeps a very respectable place! A handsome 
lantern is 5 aced over the glass-door of the en- 
trance, and the barroom itself looks quite re- 
1 But the barkęeper don't expect us 
to tarry ih the bar. He beckons us in an ad- 
joining room, and there we witness a spectaclo 
which cannot be described. Halt-grown, 
beardiess boys and haif-naked iris, mere 
children, are carrying on in the most shameless 
manner. They drink and smoke, indulge in 
smutty allusions, and their greatest 
fun seems to consist of the most indecent ex- 
posures of the persons of the young girls. Some 
of the latter pounce on the new comers and 
urge them into another room, clamoring for 
drinks, and offering their ware ina sickening 
manner. A more disgusting and heartrending 
sight cannot be imagined than this denof youth- 
ful depravity and coid-bearted infamy offers. 

and yet this place is by Carter H. Harrison 
placed on the same level with apy saloon in the 
city. 

If you are not yet disgusted enough go across 
the street to the Alhambra bagnio, kept by 
M ie Bennett, which Carter H. Harrison has 
declared to be a saloon as respectable, for in- 


stance, as that of Charlies Kern, on La Salle 
street. Maggie Bennett, the courtesan, the 
colle eof Charley Kern, the ex-Sheriff! 


Not less than four barnios declared licensed 
saloons by Carter H. Harrison are to be found in 
the short block between Polk and Harrison 
streets. 

Who has not heard of 

THE NOTORIOUS MURTHA, 

whose place figures every week in the criminal 
news of this city? The prostitutes and rut- 
Hans harbored by him do not allow a week to 
pass without robbing or halt- killing some un- 
suspecting fellow who drops into the place. 
Mr. Murtha and his brothers own and run not 
less than three saloons on Clark street, and 
licensed by Carter H. Harrison, who over his 
signature deciares these ruffians to be persons 
of good character. 

A colleague every saloonkeeper should be 
proud of they possess in Billy Murray, alias 
“ Big Sandy.“ Democratic judge of election and 
politician inthe First Ward. Murray was one 
of the original bumboat“ men, and was im- 
plicated in a number of robberies, but that did 
not prevent Carter Harrison from granting this 
fellow some months ago a license to run a Sa- 
loon and to declare him the r of every sa- 
loonkeeper. Murray's den is the principal re- 
sort of the prostitutes on South Clark street. 
It is a concert-hall, so called, in which worn-out 
females sing to an sary J worn-out piato, and 
assist the street-walkers in putting temptation 
in the way of the visitors of the place. The 

lice permit this piace, which looks altogether 
ike a decent saloon, to run ou undisturbed, not- 
withstanding the law is being broken there con- 
tinually. 

At one time. when Carter H. Harrison as- 
sumed the role of Haroun- al- Raschid of an 
evening, he happened into Owen Trainor's 
“Liberty Concert-Hall” on State street, and 
what he saw there made him so indignant that 
he revoked Trainor's license. But Owen Train- 
or’s license has not only been reinstated, but 
Mr. Trainor has been granted a further license 
for a den on Pacific avenue, near Harrison 
street, located, if report is true. in a building 
owned by Carter H. Harrison. The Mayor knows 
that it is Owen Trainor’s specialty to inveigie 

oung girls and boys into his gin-miil, but still 

e has twice declared him to be a man of good 
character and the peer of any decent man in 
the saloon- business. 

The concert-saloons on State street, which in 
fact ure nothing but exchanges for prostitution, 
are well known. Their owners, the Prindles, 
the Morrises, the W oolletts, the Suits, the Lyonses, 
the Romeds, the Jerry Monrves,and all that 
sweet-scented crowd are known to the police as 
belonging to the criminal classes, as the pro- 
tectors and associates of thieves and prostitutes. 
Still they all ess a certificate of good char- 
acter, issued — Carter H. Harrison. 

Barney & Redden, two well-known crooks, 
the latter but lately from the Penitentiary, have 
during the last few months been licensed to 
carry on a saloon on State street. They run a 
concert-saloon of the worst stripe, a resort for 
crooks of both sexes. Mayor Harrison has de- 
clared them to be men of good character. 

There is the Italian Leoni, who runs a house 
of assignation in connectiomwith a restaurant, 
—a so-called dago shop.’’ But a few months 
ago he tried to keep two young giris, who en- 
tered upon a life of shame under his care, from 
returning to their parents: but still he is a li- 
censed saloonkeeper; he is the colleague of de- 
cent men,—declared to be so by Carter Harrison. 

There cannot, probably, be foundin this city a 
worse ruffian and villain than 

HARRY ROBINSON, 

He owned a piace on Fourth avenue, which got 
into such bad odor that the police had to close 
it. But that did not prevent Carter Harri- 
son from granting this man another license, and 
Harry Robinson is now running a dive on Fourth 
avenue, under the protection of a ticense whicb 
declares him to be a man of good character. 

But why extend this list? There are on the 
west side of State street, between Van Buren 
and Taylor streets, forty-three licensed saloons, 
of the same characteras those described above. 
A few German saloons are sandwiched in be- 
tween these bell- holes, and make great efforts 
to run decent places, butone after the other 
succumbs. They are not counted in the above 
number. The number of dives on Clark street 
is at least equally large, and we believe the 
statement justified that there are over 500 sa- 
loons in Chicago which do not deserve to be 
called respectable, and the closing of which 
would give satisfaction to every respectable ciii- 
zen, saloonkeeper or not. If Mayor Harrison 
wanted to have none but respectabie saloons in 
this city he could have put an end to the 
existence of these dives long ago. His prede- 
cessor. Heath, made a successful beginning by 
cleansing North Clark and North La Salle streets 
of the low basement dives by shutting up all 
the concert dives, which are now flourisht ; 
thanks to Harrison's love tor “respectability, 
and by never restoring a license once revoked, 
either to the keeper or tothe place itself. But 
Carter Harrison is in need of Democratic brothel 
keepers, pimps, gamblers, and cutthroats, and 
from his Administration no policy tending to 
make the saloon business respectable can be ex- 


How do the respectable saloonkeepers like the 
associates Mr. Harrison bas given them? 


SEYMOUR’S SALOON. 
WHAT STATE STREET HAS BECOME UNDER 
HARRISON’S ADMINISTRATION. 

The arrest detailed in yesterday's paper of the 
two little girls—Lottie Springer and Maggie 
Walischeld—in William Seymour's saloon and 
bagnio on State street Wednesday evening 
again called public attention to the fact that 
that street, from Jackson nearly down to Twen- 
ty-second, is a long and almost unbroken line of 
brothels, whose worst feature perhaps is the 
fact that they are permitted to carry on their 
nefarious business in so open and uninterrupted 
a manner that even their work of debauching the 
tenderest youth of the city is not deemed a fit 
subject for police interference. During previ- 
ous Administrations the evil of prostitu tion bas, 
perhaps, held its ground upon a small portion of 
State street, but within the past two years the 
limits of the nefarious colony have lengthened, 
until what two years ago was confjeed within a 
stretch of a couple of blocks upon one side of 
the street now takes in a continuous line of over 
a mile on its west side, while the other side is 


contaminated only in a minor degree. 
Not only has the evil increased in 
extent. but it has gotten to be 


conducted in a manner at variance with the 
simplest tenets of common decency. Theatres 
have sprung up where the lewd of both sexes 
meet, drink, and make assignations, and where 
among the audiences may be seen children who

sult of all this is that even in the duytime State 


} strect is a thoroughfare avoided by the respect- 


able, while in the night time, when the theatres 
arein full blast and the free concert-rooms 
which abound are supplying their patrons with 
music and a rendezvous, the sidewalks are 
no place for any one who does not care to be 
jostied by the disreputable persons who at this 
time hold possession of the neighborhood and 
inaintain a reign of indecency from the earliest 
hinting of dusk until well into the early hours 
of the morning. a 
THE WORST FEATURE OF IT ALL, 

however, is the presence at all points in this 
whiripooi of vice of veritable children, the pro- 
portion of whom in tne mass of disreputables is 


, Surprisingly large. It is no uncommon thing to 


see in one of the concert-saloons a dozen or 
more of young girls of clearly less than 15 years 
of age, while others of 1 and 14. 
and even 12, are not uncommon, 

non-interference policy of the Administration 
in regard toa certain vice having allowed the 
procuress to ply ber hellish vocation. with rare 
success among those whose tender years and 
unsuspecting natures have made them an easy 


prey. 

A TRIBUNE reporter yesterday afternoon paid 
a visit to the den at No. 1836 State street, from 
which the little girls Springer and Wolischeld 
were removed by Othcer Bold the evening 
before. It might be sup that, after 
detection in the crime ot harboring such chil- 
dren for immoral purposes, the proprietor would 
pay the trifimg respect to public decency of 
having his place temporarily closed, or at least 
of conducting its business less openly. Such was 
not the case, however, and when the reporter 
entered the saloon, behind whose bar the pro- 
pretor, Seymour—a _ vile-looking wretch with 
biear eyes and a nose which an abnormal growth 
of Migr oot had tortured out of all 
wasal sembiance—stood serving hot punches 
to an old fellow ana a young girl of about 
B. he was at once invited into the back room by 
four other young giris of about the same age, 
with the exception of one of them, whose short 
and siender, avtually childish, form, which gave 
not the sliguten indication of the budding of 
womanhood, showed that she certainly hud not 
yet reached her l4th birthday. 

No ceremony was displayed when he entered. 
He looked at the unfortunate creatures, and 
they looked back at him, and a silenve of a few 
moments was broken by the youngest of them, 
who asked, with a horrible, hoarse laugh: 

“ Well, which one of us suits yer? G———— 
yer, y ere hard to please, ain't yer!“ 

The visitor acknowledged that he had not been 
particularily smitten by any of them, whereupon

a gross and frowsy woman, with a shock head ot 
fiery red hair and a tuce upon which whisky and 
the unrestraint of low life had painted a most 
repulsive picture, ordered one of the giris to 
ring the bell and to ring it," like bell.“ for the 
purpose of summoning two more of the inmates 
of the house who happened at the time to be up, 
stairs. 

l guess that’s like bell, aint it?“ the childish 
girl asked with another emission of her horrible 
laugh as she pulled the beil-handle with all her 
force, causing a loud ringing in answer to 
which two more young women—each of them 
apparently 15 or 16 years of age—came lumber- 
ing down stairs. 

* What in hell do yer want with me. 
yer?” one of them asked of the lady.“ who 
smitingly explained that the gentleman was 
hard to please, and she thought it best to send 
for them. 

“Why in hell didn’t yer show him my pict- 
ure?“ she asked, and then directing the re- 
— attention to a vilely indecent painting 

unging on the wall, she assured him that that 
was her likeness.and that that ought to be 
enough to satisfy him as to the extent of her 
charms. 

This satisfied the reporter that his investiga- 
tion bad been faithfully accomplished. It was 
clear that the occurrence of the evening before 
had failed to carry terror w the heart of the 
keeper of the vile establishment, who had suf- 
fered no more serious punishment for his crime 
ot harboring such tender giris in his piace 
than their removal from his place of busi- 
ness. The police had arrested the giris 
and secured their punishment; but nothing had 
been done to the wretches who seduced them 
from their bomes and led them into a life of 
crime. They were as happy as ever. Still in 
possession of their license, their bar was being 
well patronized, and at any rate the place of one 
of the arrested girls had been filled by a succes- 
sor of at least as tender years as she. 

The reporter left the place and repaired to the 
Harrison Street Station, where he obtained per- 
mission to see 


THE TWO LITTLE GIRLS 
who had that morning been fined $100 each by 


Justice Wallace, and, in default of payment, 


ordered into the House of the Good Snepherd. 

The children were, apparently. very repentant. 
They gave their ages as 13 and 14 respectively, 
and acknowledged that they bad been fora year, 
of and on, engaged in a life of prostitution, 
though they had only since laft Monday. when 
they effected an arrangement with the man 
Seymour, entered fully upon it. 

“You tell me that you are 13 years old, and 
that you have been leading this life fora year. 
How did you come to engage in it?’’ the reporter 
asked of the younger of the two giris. 

“I got to goin’ round to them concert-rooms 
on State street,” the girl answered. “I went 
round just for fun at first, but pretty soon | was 
right in with the gang.” 

And you?” the reporter asked, looking at the 
older one. 

The girl laughed carelesly as she said: About 
eighteen months ago | went with a feller to the 
Eagle concert-rooms. You knew the Eagle. 
didn’t you? Took some drinks. —uever drank 
pefore,—and that settled me. Mister, I was a 
good girl before that. I didn't know where. 1 
was going; the feller made me drink, and 1— 
well, I — -e into this business right off, but 
pretty soon dia, and Ive been there ever 
since.” 

Such were the conféssions of the two girls. At 
the age of 12 each of them had falien a victim 
to the opportunities for destruction provided in 
the concert-rooms which have become a special 
feature of the city under the present Adminis- 
tration. After this they bad, while still living 
at home. plied the vocation of street-walkers, 
with the same concert-rooms as their basis of 
operations. Finally, tired of home restraint, 
they entered Seymour's brothel, and had their 
career cut short by arrest. 

The reporter made an attempt, while at the 
Armory, to find out 


„ WHY SEYMOUR HAD NOT BEEN ARRESTED, 


and also somethi about his carcer of crime. 
The officials stated that they were getting on 
to him, and that they “ guessed they would go 
for him.“ 

How often has he had his license taken away 
from him before?” . 

„Oh, he’s a new man. He has only just opened 
up. He's runuing a pretty bard place there, but 
we'll get on to him after awhile.” 

The reporter suggested that my | had gotten 
on to him pretty well when Officer Bold dragged 
the two children from his place, but the officers 
looked mysterious and hinted that there were 
complications in the way of his arrest which, of 
course, it would not do just then to explain. 

At police headquarters, however, the reporter 
heard quite a different story. There he was in- 
formed that the man Seymourused to keep a 
vile resort at No. 553 State, and that he was a no- 
toriously bad character. He sought to obtain 
particulars as to whether be had never lost his li- 
cense: if so, why; and also why it hud been re- 
stored to him; but he was assured that, while 
the Department bad full records of such trans- 
actions, it would be impossible upon short notice 
to place them at his disposal,and he had to be 
contented with the knowledge that Seymour was 
a notorious keeper of houses of ill-fame, and 
without any knowledge asto why he was still 
permitted to ply his vile vocation, eveu after the 
police had found it necessary to rescue two 
young girls from his clutches. 

Next, perhaps, to the inroads which prosti- 


tution has made upon the extremely 
young of the city’s population during 
the past two ears comes the 


painful fact that, instead of being concentrated 
and confined to one locality, which could easily 
be avoided by those desiring to avoid it, the so- 
cial evil has branched out and invaded places 
hitherto untainte by such contamination. 
Quite by accident yesterday, in the course of bis 
investigation of the Seymour outrage, the re- 
porter meta gentieman of high standing in the 
community who imparted to him the fact that 
within a very short 
STONE’S-THROW OF THE CITY-HALL 

a house, purporting to be a hotel, was being de- 
voted to the most atrocious uses. The gentie- 
man was loth to enter into particulars, but, 
being pressed, he made the following statement: 

“One evening lately I was accosted upon

HARRISON’S MAN. 
THE MAYOR AND JUSTICE MORRISON, 

There promises to be a lively controversy be- 
tween Mayor Harrison and Justice A. L. Morri- 
son, growing out of the latter's statement at the 
Farwell Hall mass-meeting that Mayor Harrison 
persisted in retaining a subordinate whom he 
knew to have been guilty of biac kmailing pros- 
titutes. Mr. Harrison stated, in an inter- 
view day before yesterday, that he did not know 
what city official had been referred to by the 
Justice; that no such charges bad ever been 
made to him againstany employéof the city, 
and that the man would be dismissed at 
once if his name were given and the charges 
against him substantiated. So yesterday after- 
nvon a TRIBUNE representative called upon 
Justice Morrisou and interrogated him regarding 
the question as to whether or not Mayor Harri- 
son bad ever been complained. to by any one 
having charges against the ollicial in question. 

Justice answered very positively that he 
knew of several instances where reputable per- 
sons had gone to the, Mayor and asked that the 
official be dismissed, or that at least the charges 
against him might beinvestigated; and in every 
instance Mr. Harrison has utterly ignored the 
charges. On one occasion an attorney had gone 
to the Mayor with a complaint against the man, 
and, after meeting with the usual ili-success, 
had returned to Justice Morrison and related 
his experience with Carter. Furthermore,” 
said Justice Morrison, “I will say that 

1 cannot only give names and, 
I think, dates which ficured in these complaints 
but I will promise to furnish THe TRIBUNE with 
them.“ 

A pretended morning daily having intimated 
that Justice Morrison was now venting an oid 
grudge that he had formed while Police Magis- 
trate against the complained-of official, Tur 
TRIBUNE representative yesterday asked what 
foundation there was for an intimation of the 
kind.

CHIcaGo, March 30.—A few days ago the public 
was informed that word had been received from

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks were moderately active, and showed 
considerable strength. Business moved along 
without any special stimulants. Money was 
easy, and though the public appetite for stocks 


offerings of stock for sale. At times the mar- 
ket showed signs of some nervotisness about the 
weather. It was reported that a bad snow- 
storm was in progress in Minnesota, Dakota, and 
Northern Iowa. Holders of gtocks have stood | 
up well so far against the ravages of 
winter. They have agreed 
the losses as temporary, and not affect- 
ing the net returns of the property ior the year. 
But there is a limit to everything, and if traffic is 
again interrupted by severe storms, and trade 
all over the country is again embargoed by the 
weather. the effect on railroad earnings, 
gross and net, may be severe enough to disturb 
even the adamantine confidence that keeps 
Wall street valuesso steady. The winter's storms 
have donc more damage than most people know. 
It is reported here that the St. Paul Road has 
actually been unable to meet its pay- roll for last 
nionth, and that its clerks and hands are 
unpaid. Trade is syffering a good deal in Chi- 
cago from this state of affairs, and the worst of 
it is that mercantile observers say that business 
lost in March is never fuily made up in April. 
Most of the changes were advances. Western 
gained 1, to 114%; Union Pacific 16, to 120% ; Del- 


aware & Hudson 1. to 111%; St. Joe 2, to 50%; St. 


Paul 1%, to 111%: Rock Island 1%, to 1364, The 
losses were inoonsiderabie. Louisville & Nash- 
ville declined , to 91%; and Central Pacific &. 
to 88%. 

The strength of St. Joe common, in the face of 
a heavy decrease in earnings, is attributed to 
the manipulation of a clique who own the con- 
trol of the stock, and are offering it for sale in 


bulk. 

‘The New York Tribune, which is always bear- 
ish in its financial articles, thinks the present 
rise in stocks has been engineered by the bears 
to make another market for their sales. 

New circulation is not being taken up by the 
banks that retired their circulation last month 
as rap‘diy as it was expected it would be. Up to 
March 30 only about $4,000,000, or one-fifth of the 
amount redeposited, is asked for by depositors 
of bonds required as a guarantee for circulation. 
Tuesday the total amount of the bonds deposited 
for circulation was $340,000, and Wednesday only 
$26,000. Some other banks than those which 
made provision tor redemption of their notes 
have deposited bonds to the amount of $7,500,000 
for currency, but these particular banks which 
made redeposit for the retirement of their cir- 
culation have not appeared very desirous of 
having it restored. Some of them sold the bonds 
withdrawn soon afterward to the Government. 
Controller Knox thinks the reason of this is 
that anumber of the banks intended to retire 
their circulation anyhow, and merely took ad- 
vantage of the excuse offered by the apparent 
hostility of the Funding bill toward the National 
banks. 

Lake Shore earnings for the first quarter of 
1881 are said to have been more than 2 per cent 
net,and they are estimated at 11 per cent for 
the year. Michigan Central is declared not to 
have earned its fixed charges since Jan. 1. Lack- 
awanna earned 2 per cent net in February. 

The earnings of the Chicago & Alton Railroad 
Company for tne first week in March were 8100. 
821; decrease, $40,005; for the second week the 
earnings were $142,236; decrease, $26,758; and 
for the third week, $120,395; decrease, $51,136. 

The earnings of the Burlington, Cedar Rapids 
& Northern Company decreased the third week 
in March $4,779. The increase of Flint & Pere 
Marquette’s earnings during the same period 
was $3,543, and since Jan. 1 $34,707. 

The earnings of the Iron Mountain Railway 
Company for the third week in March were 
$164,400, against $112,538 last year; comparative 
increase, $51,861, of 469-100 per cent; increase 
since Jan. 1, $250,455. 

The Burlington, Cedar Rapids & Northern 
Road earned $292,259 gross, and $54,182 net in 
January and February this year, against $349,- 
487 gross and $140,775 net last year.

An Iowa correspondent of a firm here was 
quoted in this column yesterday as saying: “We 
note the approximate consumed in this State 
for fuel at 250,000,000 bu.” After reading this 
it is refreshing to turn to the later esti- 
mates by the Agricultural Bureau, in which the 
corn crop of lowa is set down as 207,202,300 
bu. If both these estimates be correct then 
lowa has burned up during the winter the 
whole of her crop of last year, and also nearly 
43,000,000 bu of the reserve from the crop 
of 187%. A few years ago Engiand was 
going to run out of coal in less thaa fifty years; 
but that is nothing tothe galloping consump- 
tion of fuel in Iowa,

says seeding will be late, but we are inclined 
to believe that no greater piece of good fortune 
could happen” to the farmers than to be foreed 
to wait till the 10th or 20th of April before put- 
ting in their seed. The experience of farmers 
shows that the latest sown wheat has done the 
best in that large part of Minnesota in which the 
crop has been injured by blight. The early 
sowings of the last few years have resulted in 
the wheat reaching the most sensitive stage of 
growth (when. the grain was in the milk or 


dough) just at the period of the culmination ot 


the summer heats. To this cause is 
believed to be due the wide-spread 
prevalence of blight for several successive sea- 
sons. The wheat crops in the Red River Valley. 
having been planted later, have escaped the 
blasting effects of the summer heats. In this 
view of the case it will perhaps prove fortunate 
if the seeding this year shall be delayed two or 
three weeks later than that of last year. A 
winter of deep snows is a favorable omen for 
good crops. There is almost no frost anywhere 
under the thick counterpane which has covered 
the sleeping forces of vegetation, and when 
they awaken they will display a vigor which will 
surprise those who are strangers to the marvels 
of a Minnesota spring. There is some appre- 
hension lest the unusual depth of the snow 
should be followed by floods in the valleys. 
This will only occur in the event of. heavy rains, 
and rain must come soon to find the snow to 
receive it. 

A letter from a few gpiles east of St. Louis says 
the wheat in that sec has sprouted a second 
time, ang the last two or three days has killed it, 
so that there cannot be any but a poor crop. A 
letter from Georgetown, in the heart of the 
blue-grass region of Kentucky, says they can- 
not possioly obtain more than two-thirds as 
much of a wheat crop as last year, and if the 
weather turns bad it will be barely half. A let- 
ter from Kalamazoo, Mich., says that some 
farmers are in town” buying spring wheat for 
planting on land sown last fall to winter wheat. 

Iowa letters, speaking of the stock of corn in 
leid and crib, give a very discouraging account 
of the situation. They state that the field corn, 
is not yet approachable on account of the deep 
snow, and when reached will hardly be fit for 
market.

ICE AND NAVIGATION. 

Capt. Dennis Roach says that the guesses of 
Buffalonians as tothe probable date of the open- 
ing of navigation through the lakes range from 
May 1 to 15. 

Capt. Seth Lee reports the ice in Muskegon 
Lake to be in about the same condition as dur- 
ing the month of January. Partiesare engaged 
in cutting ice, varying in thiékness from twenty- 
six to twenty-eight inches, near the docks. - On 
Monday last teams hauled an engine weighing 
five tons across the lake on the ice. 

D. H. Day, of Glen Haven, Mich., conveys the 
information that the ice has broken adrift and 
moved off between the. Manitou Islands and 
Glen Haven dock. The ice-fleid, however. bo- 
tween the Manituus and the Straits, a distance 
of upwards of forty miles, continues unbroken 
and is of unusual thickpesa, 

Capt. William Johnson is authority for the 
statement that the ice in Manitowoc River con- 
tinues nearly three feet thick. He saw ice of 
this thickness taken from the hold of the 
schooner Guido Püster while there. 

The Globe states that Toronto harbor is not 
open ge but the ice is breaking up this time for 
certain. 

At Presque Isle, Lake Ontario, the ice is very 
heavy, and is making every night. Loaded 
teams continue to travel onit. Navigation is 
not expected to open before the Ist of May. 

Sarnia advices represent that the ice con- 
tinues to come down out of Lake Huron ina 
steady stream. The Wind blowing bard from the 
northwest is breaking up the ice blockade on 
Lake Huron. 

Mariners at Kingston, Ont., have no hope of 
navigation opening before May I. as the ice ro-

CAPT, E. P. DORR. 

The Buffalo papers contain lengthy biograph- 
ical sketches of Capt. Dorr, whose death at 
Aitken, S. C., was announced in Tue Trisune of 
Wednesday. Ebenezer Pearson Dorf was born 
March 14, 1817, at Hartford, Vt., where his 
purents then resided. Ina few years they re- 
turned to their native town, Salisbury, Es- 
sex County, Mass. Whenonly 10 years of age 
he sailed from Newburyport as a boy before the 
mast. When hardly more than a boy he be- 
came an officer, and it was not long after that he 
was made commander of a ship. After ten 
years’ Or more service on sait water he came to 
the lakes. In 1838 he settled in Buffalo.. First 
he was master of the schooner White Pigeon, 


blymg in the Troy and Erie Line. In 
the fall of that year be was transferred 
to the schooner Juliette, of the same 
line, and took a cargo of i provisions 


from Buffolo and Detroit fer the garrisons 
of the forts at yo gre and Green Bay. Forty- 
five miles from latter port the vessel became 
fast in the ice, over which the supplies had to be 
carried to their destination: Atter laboriously 
sawing through the ice the schooner was got 
into Sturgeon Bay, where she was stripped for 
the winter. Tais work completed, Capt. Dorr 
made his way on foot from Green — through 
2 — a woods, following the Indian trail, 
lwaukee. Other vesseh which he in subse- 
quent years uavigated included the schooners 
Erie, Indiana, amd Hoosier, and the steamer 
Columbus. in 1843 bis practical career as a 
sailor ciosed, although be continued always con- 
cerned in marine affairs. Upon quittmg the 
lakes he entered the empiovmeat of the Bullaio 
Mutual insurance Company as Marine lau- 
cor, and ulso became the agent of the New 
ork Bourd ot Underwriters. for the entire 
Northwest, which position he heid for a con- 
siderabie time. For many years after he was 
the well-known general agent at Buffalo for the 
At na and other prominent insurance coinpanies. 
Capt. Dorr was the first to Organize u reguviar 
system of wrecking on the lakes. and he had 
much to do with the advance of improvement in 
shipbuilding. Thirty years ago be superin- 
tended the building of the wrecking steamers 
Saivor, Relief, and E. P. Dorr. For maay years 
he had much to do with the important business 
of rating vessels for the murine register. For 
seven years he was the President of the Buard 
of Intand Underwriters. He was the first to 
agitate the matter of obtaining more liberal 
regulations for wrecking in Canadian waters. 
He was prominently instrumental in secur- 
ing the removal of the obstructing rocks 
in Detroit Kiver at the Lime Kiln 
crossing, upon which hundreds of vessels 
had struck, entailing an enormous aggregate of 
losses.

WHEREAS | Section 15, in Township 
9, north of Range 14. east of the third principal 
meridian, was and is a part of the lands 80 


nted; and 
OV HEREAS all of the said Fractional Section 15, 
except that portion lying east of the east line of 
Michigan avenue north of Park row in the 
City of Chicago, was long prior to the year 1863 
sold and disposed of under and by authority of 
the Legislature of the State of Lilinois for the 
uses and purposes of said trust; and 
Wuereas, By an act of the Legisiature of the 
State of Illinois, entitled ana act to reduce the 
city charter of the City of Chicago, and the sev- 
eral acts amendatory thereof into one act, and 
to revise the same, approved Feb. 13, 1843, it 
was and is among other things recited and en- 
acted inregard to certain public lands lying 
east of the lots fronting on Michigan avenue in 


said City,of — us follows: 

“ The State of Lilinois, by its Canal Commission- 
ers, having declared that the public ground east of 
said lots should forever remain n and vacant, 
neither the Common Council of City of Chi- 
cago nor any other authority should ever have 
the power to prevent encroachment thereon 
without the assent of all persons owning lots or 
lands on said street or avenue.“ Which said re- 
cital and enactment, so far as it may be held to 
refer to any portion of said Sec. 15 lying 
east of the ust line of said Michigan avenue, 
was founded on a misconception of the facts in 
that regard, and should be deemed of no force 
and effect, and so far as it may be claimed to 
have operated tc divest the State of Lilinois, or 
the Trustees of the Illinois & Michigan Canal 
of any right, title, or interest in or to that por- 
tion of said Sec. 45, lying east of the east line of 
the said Michigan avenue, was in violation of 
the trust upon which the said State of lilinois 
held said premises. 

The next three paragraphs of the preamble 
refer to the “ act in relation to a portion of the 
submerged iands and Lake-Park grounds lying 
on and adjacent to the shore of Lake Michigan 
in the eastern frontage of the City of Chicago,” 
approved April 16, 1869, by which portions of 
Sec. 15 were granted to the city and certain pri- 
vate corporations, and to the direction therein 
that the city should receive from the corpora- 
tions $800,000 to go to its Park Fund, and then 
recites that said act of April 16, 1869, “ was and 
is in violation of the trust npon which the said 
State of Lilinois received the title of said prem- 


ises. 

The remaining paragraphs refer to the repeal 
of the last-mentioned act by the Legisiature, 
April 15, 1873,{and declare that the said premises 
are still subject to the said trust and the hold- 
ers of the, title touny and every part thereof 
hold the same as amere naked trustfor the 
uses and purposes of the said canal, described in 
said act of Congress and have no beneficial in- 
terest therein, and have no right to appropriate 
the same or any part thereof to any use or pur- 
pose other than those of the said trust.” 


The conclusion declares that it is impossi- 
ble to use the premises in the present con- 
dition ef the title, and that it should be rein- 
vested in the State for the use of the canal. 

FISHY AS EVER. 

The same Committee also reported a sub- 
stitute for House Bill 129, which proposed 
“to pay off certain judgments of the Su- 
preme Court and to furnish relief to certain 
judgment creditors of the State.Trustee of 
the Canal.” The preamble to the sub- 
stitute recites that certain claims have 
heretofore existed against the State, grow- 
ing out of the losses and damages to prop- 
erty on the canal, and have been adjudicated 
by the Supreme Court, or adjusted thereby 
upon written stipulation, as appears by the 
record in the Daft, Adler, and other cases. 
The bill therefore proposes to appropriate 
$52,079 to satisfy the following judgments 
against the State Trustee, including interest 
at 6 per cent from Sept. 1, 180s. 

David Daft; loss of the canalboat Bay 
State, $2,561. 

Truitt & Fuller and Hunter & Sargent, 
$7,289. 75. 2 

James II. Ackhurst. for the loss of the 
eanalboat J. C. Leonard and cargo, 
$7,851.06. 

Jeremiah Cratty, for the loss of a canal- 
boat bearing the same name, together with 
cargo, $7,595. 10. R 

George W. Adler, for the loss of the canal- 
boat Gibraltar, $3,234.85. * 

II. & C. McEwen, for loss of the Gibral- 
tar’s cargo, $6,240, and loss of the canal 
boat Gen. Sherman and cargo, $7,187.50. 
Total, $23,547.15. 

With regard to these claims, which are 
about as fishy a lot as were ever presented to 
a Legislature for its approval, only one—the 
Daft claim—wasever passed upon by the 
Supreme Court, and of those alleged to have 
been settled by the Court on the stipulation 
of the parties at leasttwo or three were 
thrown out. The whole business is likely to 
get more scrutiny than the claimants, their 
lawyers, or their friends on the Committee 
will care to sit under, before the House gets 
through with it. 

LANDED AFTER A STRUGGLE. 

The Judiciary Committee reported un- 
favorably on a bill introduced by Martin, of 
White, making it a criminal offense to 
seduce a woman of previous chaste char- 
acter under promise of marriage. 

The unfavorable verdict brought Young- 
blood, of Franklin, to his feet with a minor- 
ity report, which he succeeded in getting the 
House to adopt instead of that of the ma- 
jority. 

FAILED TO GET THERE. 

Rumley's bill to provide for the organiza- 
tion of societies with police powers to 
capture horse-thieves was sat down upon by 
the same Committee. 

Joe Mann put in a minority report. and the 
House discussed for some time the policy of 
encouraging roving bands of regulators. 
The prevail.ng opinion was against it, and 
the minority report was knocked out of time. 

TELEGRAPH COMPANIES. 

The Committee on Corporations reported 
favorably on the Senate bills taxing tele- 
graph companies 2 per centon gross earn- 
ings and the bill to prevent consolidation of 
telegraph companies, with an amendment to 
the latter providing against consolidation 
with parallel or competing lines. 

A BATCH OF COMMITTEE REPORTS. 


The Committee on Licenses, which hasn’t 
reported tor a couple of months or so, now 
unloaded the accumulations formed during 
the interim in the shape of.a huge batch of 
reports. The Committee approved Paisley's 
scheme to provide for submitting the ques- 
tion of license or no license on the petition of 
twenty voters of any city or village; Under- 
wood’s bill defining a dramshop as a place 
where spirituous, vinous, or malt liquors are 
retailed in quantities less than five gallons; 
Mierosiawski’s bill to regulate hawk- 
— peddlers, patent-right dealers, 

public showmem; and Senator 
Bent’s ponderous bill, which uses 
up thirty pages of legal cap merely to insert 
a provisionin the law by which cities and 
villages are allowed to regulate the sale of 
cider, and Morgan’s proposed constitutional 
amendment prohibiting absolutely and for- 
ever the manufacture and sale of liquors ex- 
cept for medicinal, mechanical, sacramental,

The Committee on Appropriations sat

The Committee on Claims reportea favor- 
ably on a bill appropriating $153,250 for the 
ordinary expenses, repairs, new buildings,

Paisley, of Montgomery, introduced a bill 
amending the law in relation to county lines, 
so that cities and villages divided by such 
lines may annex portions of such eorpora- 
tions lying in one county to the county in 
which other po of the village or city 
are situated.

The remainder of the morning and after- 
noon sessions was mostly taken up with 
three special orders, all on the subject of 
drainage. The first on the list was a substi-

ments when necessary to complete works al- 
ready commenced or any new works or lev- 
ees that may be necessary to protect the 
lands from overflow, and also provides for 
abandoning any part of any district on peti- 
tion of the owners of such lands when it is 
found to be impracticable to reclaim them, 
and to apportion the cost of such abandon- 
ment, as well as to refund assessments on 
lands so abandoned where the improvement 
has been completed, These several amend- 
ments are intended to 

MAKE THE WHOLE ACT MORE FLEXIBLE, 
and to meet the varied wants of the different 
sections of the State, and to remedy defects 
in the law of 1879, which have been made 
apparent by experience. 

Phe next one on the subject was dne by 
Pearson, of Madison, Which was also read 
a third time and passed. It provides that 
when the jury have assessed the full amounts 
of benetits against the land of any drainage 
district in excess of the amount necessary to 
complete the work, such excess shall be re- 
mitted and the balance of the assessment re- 
tained and legalized as a valid assessment, 
each tract of land to become subject to its 
proportionate share. 

The next one on the list was a voluminous 
arrangement reported by the Committee on 
Drainage proposing amendments to no less 
than a dozen sections of what is known as 
the Farm-Drainage act of 1879. 

THE BILL PROVIDES, 

in brief, for the construction of embank- 
ments, grades, ditches, and drains where a 
combination of all are necessary to protect 
lands; also for changing the boundaries of 
districts for personal service on residents 
and publication as to non-residents, 
and for allowing Commissioners of ad- 
jacent districts to contract and set- 
tle questions arising between districts. 
The bill also proposes to compel persons who 
own lands outside the district, and who shall 
open drains or ditches into a drain or diten 
of the district, to pay their share of the ex- 
penses for maintain the ditches or drains 
of the district into which they open. The 
bill also allows all owners of land in the spe- 
cial districts provided for to vote for Com- 
missioners, and provides that any owner of 
land resident in a county may be elected 
Commissioner, whether a resident of the 
drainage districtor not. The bill wasslightly 
amended and sent to third reading. 


BILLS ON SECOND READING, 


The rules were then suspended for the pur- 
pose of taking up Senate bills on second 
reading. 

Collier, of Ford, called up Senator Needles’ 
bill restoring annual assessments of real es- 
tate in place of the duadriennial assessment 
provided for by the last General Assembly, 
and placing the assessment of capital stock 
in the hands of the Auditor instead of the 
Board of Equalization. 

Collins, of Cook, made the point that the 
bill, as printed by the House, had not been 
in the post-office boxes of the members for 
three days under the rules. 

The Speaker held the point well taken, and 
the bill failed to getup. From all that can 
be learned, some pad sharp practice has 
been resorted to in order to advance

in the House. The bill as printed in the Sen- 
ate has been in the House for over a week, 
and in some way or other managed to get on 
the calendar under the order of third read- 
ing before it had been printed by the House. 
The printed House copies were not placed in 
the post-office boxes until yesterday. 

W hite, of Cook, discovered the gazelle yes- 
terday afternoon, and succeeded in very 
quietly recalling the bill to the order of sec- 
ond reading in order to amend it at the prop- 
er time. / 

Collier and others, who appear to have 
been caught by the chaff that Cook County 
has obtained an extraordinarily low assess- 
ment and for that reason wantit to stand 
for four years, were naturally anxious to re- 
cover lost ground. Hence the attempt to 
put it back to third reading. Collins nipped 
the scheme in the bud, however, and the bill

Among them were one providing for appeals 
from the final orders and decrees of the 
County to the Supreme or Appellate Court in 
special assessment, common law attachment 
cases, cases of forcible detainer, etc. ; one ap- 
propriating $1,000 to compensate W. KE. 
Archer for professional services on behalf 
of the State before the Claims Commis- 
sion: one allowing Coroners to appoint 
deputies, and presenting their duties: one 
appropriating 82.000 for the [linois Horti- 
cultural Society; one providing that the 
person for whose use garnishee summons is 
issued shall advance fees and mileage to the 
garnishee: Senator Fifer’s bill to reform the 
present abuses in connection with 


OBTAINING CHANGES OF VENUE; 
Senator White’s bill providing for the im- 
provement by general taxation of property 
once improved in a permanent character 
by special assessment; one toe provid a sink- 
ing tund for local indebtedness: a bill requir- 
ing a 85,000 bond of public. admin- 
istrators; and a bill to appropriate $4,691 
to pay the Cromelin and other claims, al- 
lowed some time ago by the Commission of 
Claims. They were all sent to a third read- 
ing, with very slight disfigurements in the

Meeting of the Dundee Dairymen’s As- 
sociation—Resolutions Adopted, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

DunDEE, III., March 31.—The Dundee 
Dairymen’s Association held an adjourned 
meeting at Huntsville to-day. There was a 
large attendance, delegates being present 
from Huntley, Gilberts, Elgin, Algonquin, 
Crystal Lake, Cary, Barrington. Palatine, 
Woodstock, Ridgefield, and other towns. 
The meeting was called to order at II o’clock 
by Henry C. Edwards, President, who stated 
that the object of the meeting was to estab- 
lish the price of milk for the coming six 
months, commencing May 1. It was gener- 
ally understood that dairymen were willing 
to take 90 cents for three months and 
$1 for three, but this was objected 
to by a few, who wanted $f for three months 
and $1.10 for three months, but, after some 
discussion, the price was fixed at 90 cents for 
three months and $1 for three months. The 
folowing agreement was presented and 
signed by all present: 

The undersigned dairymen of the Fox River 
Valley hereby agree, each with the other, not to 
ship our milk to the Chicago market for less 
than the following named prices—to-wit: For 
the months of May, June, and July. do ceats per 
can of eight galions, and for August, September, 
and October 81 per can, delivered in Chicago 
during the year 1881, and we pledge our honors 
severally not only to abide faithfully by said 
agreement, but also to use our influence to in- 
duce our neighbor-dairymen to stand by and 
agree to said prices. 

A Committee from each town was ap- 
pointed and instructed to induce every dairy- 
man in his vicinity to sign this agreement. 
The meeting thea adjourned to the first 
Tuesday in September. The butter and 
cheese factories will pay the same price as 
Chicago dealers, less freight.

offered as a substitute the bill reported by the 
Finance Committee, with these additions and 
subtractions: For Library, $49,415, which does 
not come within the limitation; salaries of ten 
day-squad men one year, $9,000 (new); observa- 
to time, $1,500; vaccine matter, $1,000 ad- 
ditional; extra street cleanme, $15,000; factory 
inspectors, $5.400; pay ot Aidermen, 810.00);

[This left out the 
viaducts, but the total amount remained about 
the same asin the first bill, the margin being 
about $12,000. | 

Ald. Cullerton hoped the substitute offered by 
Ald. Swift would not pass. He believed the bill 
should be passed over the veto without a single 
item being stricken out, and he had made the 
tew changes shown in his amended ordinance 
solely to meet the views of the Mayor. The 
amount appropriated for the pumping-works 
was sufficient to have built or neariy built 
them. He did not think the Engineer's reports 
were to be relied upon as to the amount neces- 
sary for the work. The viaducts which the 
38 had petitioned for should be constructed. 

le believed the railrvad companies would meet 
the Council in this matter, and if they did not, 
then they should be compelled to do so. The 
improvements were much needed and should be 
ordered. Probably the Jackson street bridge 
was not needed, at least at present, but the 
viaducts certainly were. Local improvements 
should be pushed, and the Council should go 
hand in hand with the people in that direction. 

Ald. Schroeder expressed himseif in favor of 
Aid. Culierton’s ordinance and bitterly opposed 
to the substitute offered by Ald. Swift. 

Ald, Everett moved to strike out the $200 ap- 
propriated for Aldine square. The amendment 
was accepted by Aid. Swift. 

Ald. Hildreth said 

THE QUESTION OF THE VIADUCTS 
appeared to be the bone of contention and 
mucha more important than Aidine square. The 
Mayor recognized the fact that the viaducts 
were necessary, the Council knew they were in- 
dispensable, and the only question was as to 
how they were to be paid for. In his view the 
appropriation would not become chargeable 
upon the Genera! Fund until the fall, and thea 
only to a limited extent. The Mayor's suggestion 
that real estate could be sold for this purpose 
could be carried into effect, and thus evervthing 
could be arranged. He believed that if 8100.00 
were appropriated for the viaducts they would 
be built for that money. He charged that City- 
Engineer Cregier was opposed to the viaducts, 
and bad not acted in good faith in furnishing 
information as to the amount of stone and fill- 
ing in trem. In his (Hildreth’s) opinion the 
proper thmg to do was to Sell the real estate 
owned by the city, and thus conserve the Gen- 
eral Fund. 

Ald. Wickersham thought the Mayor had done 
a very wise thing in vetoing {he appropria uon 
bill, even though it might defeat him Tuesday. 
The citizens of Chicago bad a dread of 
scrip, and so bad the firemen and policemen. 
The viaducts were a necessity, and he wanted 
them erected, but the question was how this 
end could best be reached. Members of the 
Council must not be led away by the idea of the 
gentleman from the Sixth Ward (Culierton) that 
the railroad companies would meet the peopie 
half-way in the matter of viaducts. 

Ald. Meier (Sixteenth) was in favor of Ald. 
Cullerton’s ordinance, thinking that that was a 
consistent course. The necessity for the via- 
ducts was conceded. If the General Fuad were 
not drawn upon, three years would elapse before 
they could be constructed. More money woulda 
be needed in 1882 than now, and in 1883 the

ALD. STAUBER

his Honor had taken a wrong view of it. It was 
a false economy to attempt tosave in this way. 
If it were necessury to issue $200,000 worth of 
scrip in order to build the viaducts, that should 
be done, for the Council sat not to save pennies, 
but — promote the general Happiness of the 
ope. :
